Kenneth E, Skousen-at- 
torney at lawand member 
of the Executive Commit- 
tee welcomed civic lea- 
ders from San Bernardino 
County as the initial or- 
ganizational meeting of 
the National Foundation- 
March of Dimes was held 
at St. Bernardine’s Hos- 
pital early this month, 

Movie and television 
star Jane Wyatt, was the 
keynote speaker, 

Miss Wyatt, National 
Mothers’ March Chair- 
man, spoke about the tre- 
mendous contributions 
which have been made to 
Medical Research in the 
field of birth defects, She 
said that | out of 10 fam- 
ilies are affected by birth 
defects, 

Through the contribu- 
tions made to the Nation- 
al Foundation, people 
have been able to bene- 
fic by a new vaccine, It 
is a measles’ vaccine 
which is given to expec- 
tant mothers, During the 
last measles epidemic 
which hit this country, 
there were 20,000 still- 
born babies and another 
30,000 with birth defects, 
which were directly 
caused by measles in ex- 
pectant mothers, she 
said, 

In a recent survey, only 
7% of the people in the 
county knew that monies 
callected by the March 
of Dimes were gised for 
research in birth defects, 
as well as for the rehab- 
ilitation of victims of po- 
lio who were stricken with 


the disease before the 
advent of the Salk-Sabin 
vaccine, 


There are still many 
cases of this nature in San 


Bernardino County in- 
cluding eight people who 
depend upon the Iron Lung 


for survival, it was 
pointed out, 
Because of the gener- 


osity of people who make 
contributions tothe 
March of Dimes, doctors 
can now prevent, within a 
few days after the birth 
of a child, mental retar- 


dation, 

In California it is now 
law that newborns be 
given the PKU test which 
can detect mental retar- 
dation and it can be cured 
by giving a special for- 
mula to the infant --all 
this within a matter of 
days! 

In the United States 700 
children are born with 
birth defects every 24 
hours, it was noted, 

The slogan for the Na- 
tional Foundation-March 
of Dimes which will hold

Q. What is flu? 

A, Flu -- the popu- 
lar term for influenza-- 
,is a viral infection which 
"4s quite common during 
the winter season, The 
+ iiness makes the patient 
feel utterly miserable, 
and can sometimes (but 
hot commonly ) develop 
serious complications, 
include 
beadache, cough, sore 
throat, nasal discharge, 
fever, muscle pains, and 
a general feeling of sick- 
mess, The most uncom- 
fortable symptoms us- 
ually subside after a few 
days, but the patient is 
likely to feel very tired 
and below par for a week 
or-so, 

Q. How is the disease 
transmitted? 

A, The infection is very 
readily transmitted 
through any sort of close 
contact with an infected 
person, Exposure to a 
patient who is coughing 
or sneezing can be very 
If one person ina 
household has flu, the rest

been immunized. Never- 
theless, this protection is 
effective enough so that 
it is usually advised for 
persons whose health 
would be particularly en- 
dangered by flu, These 
high-risk groups include 
elderly persons, pregnant 
women, and persons with 
Serious chronic illnesses 
Such as heart disease, 
lung disease, or diabetes. 
Flu shots are not recom- 
mended routinely for 
children, 

Q When should flu 
shots be taken? 

A, The immunization 
procedure consists of two 
injections, taken one or 
two months apart, The 
first should be taken no 
later than October, to 
provide maximum pro- 
tection during the winter 
months, Immunity lasts 
about six months, Flu 
shots should not be taken 
in the midst of a flu epi- 
demic, 

Q. Will there be a 
flu epidemic this year? 

A, Probably, The 
Public Health Service 
predicts an epidemic out- 
break of a variation of the 
A-2 virus which caused 
the epidemic of Asian flu 
a few years ago, This 
prediction is based on an 
epidemic in Hong Kong 
which seems to be 
spreading in the Orient, 
This is a new strain, so 
there is no vaccine avail- 
able to provide protection 
against this specific type 
of flu, nor is there time 
for a new vaccine to be 
developed and tested, The 
vaccines that are already 
available will, however, 
protect against many 
other types of flu, 

Q. How should flu be 
treated? 

A, Treatment is di- 
rected toward keeping the 
patient comfortable and 
preventing the develop- 
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comfort and cough medi- 
cine often affords relief 
too, Beyond that, the 
disease must run its 
course, 

Q. Do antibiotics help 
the patient with flu? 


A. No, since flu is 
caused by a virus and 
antibiotics are effective 
only in combating bac- 
terial infections, When a 
physician prescribes an 
antibiotic in the presence 
of flu, it is because the 
patient has developed a 
secondary complication 
due to bacterial agents -- 
& post-flu pneumonia or 
an abscessed ear, for ex- 
ample,

Less than a month after our observation of a da 
originally set aside to memorialize the armistice whi 
ended the war that was supposed to end all war, we 
come to the anniversary of a day that destroyed any 
illusions we might still have had that the world was, 
indeed, safe for democracy; that our boys would not be 
sent again to fight in foreign lands. : 

The Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor shattered far 
more than our Pacific Fleet. It destroyed our Pacific 
shield; and even though the blood and the sweat and 
the tears of anguish finally bought us victory, it thrust 
us far deeper into Asian affairs than we had ever 
wanted to go. 

On another DAember day, December 2, 1823, Presi- 
dent James Monroe promulgated a hopeful Doctrine of 
a protective U.S. sphere of influence in the western 
hemisphere. Cuban missile bases almost obliterated 
that doctrine, but it already had become obsolescent 
as our sphere vf influence was relentlessly widened to 
include the world. 

God grant that there will be no more Pearl Har- 
bors, no more Vietnams .. . that not too many genera- 
tions from now all the people of the world will be 
with glad hearts celebrating the day of days when 
mankind finally found a way to curb his aggressions, 
to solve his desperate problems without the nihilistic 
nonsense of war.
